Historieal Facts and Figures Compiled 
for the Fort Wayne Diocese. 


Kailroad accidents seem to come in a 
bunch, as will be seen by reading an ar- 
ticle in another column of to-day's pa- 
per. 


Charley Sossenheimer, the foreman in 
the Pittsbnrg shops, has been detained 
at home for a few days on account of 
sickness. 


Fred Leach, of the Pittsburg boiler 
shop, has returned from Upper San- 
duskey, where he had been repairing 
some engines. 


Mr. E. S. Philley, the joint agent of 
the Mnncie and Lake Shore railroads, 
who has been sick for several days, is 
now rapidly recovering. 


F. Heist, the machinist in the Pitts- 
bnrg shops, has gone to McKeeeport, 
Pa., to visit a brother who recently came 
over from the old country. 


Adam Freckel, of the Bass moulding 
rooms, had his head slightly bnrned yes 
terday, by some sparks hitting him and 
will lay off for a few days. 


The railroads are very liberal this 
year in the exchange of passes. The 
Toledo roads are furnishing every official 
of prominence on every road entering 
there with an annual pass. 


There is a probability of a strike 
among the trainmen, yard masters and 
switchmen at Chict^o, on all the east- 
ern railroads centering there nnless their 
demand for increased wages is soon 
granted. They are determined to get 
more wages and the strike will be a big 
one. 


The entrance gate at the Pittsburg 
boiler shop now hangs on one hinge, 
caused by the sudden exit of Fred Men- 
mewisch, the machinist, yesterday. The 
news now comes from the front that it 
a boy, and weighs more than Fred's 
whole hunting outfit, including his dog 
and gum boots. 
He at once presented 
his entire hunting outfit to Mike Ehr* 
man, the champion shot of the frame 
gang. The other boys are smoking two 
centers and Fred is receiving the usual 
congratnlations. 


The mania for the 
inspection of 
watches carried by trainmen has become 
much more extensive than that of ex- 
amining men for color-bliadness. 
Most 
of the roads now require that watches 
shall be inspected every six months, 
which costs the railroad employe fifty 
cents. It is proving qnite a bonanza 
for 
the leading jewelers at prominent rail- 
road centers. An engineer who carries 
$200 watch may be able to pay snoh a 
fee, but it is hard on the ^O^a-month 
brakeman. 
But the examination of 
watches is destined to do some real good, 
while the color-blindness business is 
simply a hobby. 


There is perhaps no place, among the 
manufacturing establishments of 
the 
city, that presents a busier scene than 
the blacksmith department of the Pitts- 
bnrg shops. 
A large room, probably 
180 feet long acd sixty feet wide, is 
covered with blazing forges and all over 
the floors gangs of men are at work as 
thick and as busy as bees. The most of 
them are noble t^es of physical man- 
hood—strong and brawny, and looking 
as if a sick day to them was a rare thing. 
They handle huge bars of red hot iron 
and wield their hea^ sledges with such 
ease, grace and precision that one would 
not take them to be the heavy imple- 
ments they are. 
It is a hot place, in- 
deed. 
Blazing fires are seen in every 
direction, and as the hot iron is pounded 
into shape by the steam hammer or the 
sledge, the sparks fly thick and fast and 
the prespiration rolls from the brows 
these hard working men in streams. 
They are accustomed to it however and do 
not seem to mind the heat 
It is an in- 
teresting scene to see these 200 men 
thus at work and there is no part of tUe 
great Pittsbnrg shops in which the visi- 
tor seems to be inclined to linger longer 
than in the blacksmith

the first Bishop was Bt. Bev. J. H. 
Luers; he was consecrated January 10, 
1858; he died June 29, 1871. 
The 
second Bishop is the present incumbent, 
Bt Bev. Joseph Dwenger; he was con- 
secrated April 14, 1872. 


The first Vicar General under both 
Bishops was Very Bev. J. Benoit, who 
some years before his death was ap- 
pointed a Prelate of the Papal House- 
hold with title of Monsignor, and was 
invested with the purple; he continued, 
however, to reside in Fort Wayne and 
held the office of Vicar General until his 
death, January 26, 1885. 


The present Vicar General of the dio- 
cese is Very Bev. J. H. Brammer; the 
Chancellor of the diocese and Secretary 
to the Bishop is Bev. J. F. Lang. 


The Diocesan Council are Very Bev. 
J. H. Brammer, V. G., Revs. E. Koe- 
nig, B. Wiedan, Very Bavs. A. B. 
Oechtering, E. P. Walters and M. E. 
Campion. 


The diocese comprises that part of 
Indiana lying north of the southern 
boundary of (consequently including) 
Warren, Fountain, Montgomery, Boone, 
Hamilton, Madison, Deleware and Ran- 
dolph counties.

favor of the theory that William Shak- 
speare wrote his own works and thought 
his own thinks, writes Bill Nye in the 
New York World. 
The time has fully 
arrived when we humorists ought to 
stand by each other. 


I do not undertake to stand up for 
the personal character of Shakspeare, 
but I say that he wrote good pieces 
and I don't care who knows it. It is 
doubtless true that at the age of eigh- 
teen he married a woman eight years 
bis senior, and that children began to 
cluster about their hearthstone in a 
way that would have made a man in a 
New York flat commit suicide. 
Three 
little children within fourteen months, 
including twins, came to the humble 
home of the great bard, and be began 
to go out and climb upon the haymow 
to do his writing. Sometimes he wonld 
etay away from home for two or three 
weeks at a time, fearing that when he 
entered the house some one would tell 
him that he was again a parent. 


Yet William Shakspeare knew all the 
time that he was a great man, and that 
some day he would write pieces to 
speak. He left Stratford at the age of 
21 and went to London, where he at- 
tracted very little attention, for he be- 
longed to the yeomanry, being a kind 
of dramatic Horace Greeley, both in 
the matter of clothes and penmanship. 
Thus it would seem that while Sir 
Francis Bacon was attending a business 
college and getting himself familiar 
with the whole-arm movement, so as to 
be able to write a free, oryptogramous 
hand, poor William ShaKsi^eare was 
slowly thinking the hair off his head, 
while ever and anon he would bring 
out his writing materials and his bright, 
ready tongue, and write a sonnet on an 
empty stomach. 


Much has been said of Mr. Shak- 
speare's coarse, irregular, and vulgar 
penmanship, which, it is claimed, shows 
the ignorance of its owner, and hence 
his inability to write the immortal 
plays. 
Let us compare the signature 
of Shakspeare with that of Mr. Gree- 
ley, and we notice a wonderful similar- 
ity. 
There is the same weird effort in 
both 
cases to 
out-cryptogram 
Old 
Cryptogramous himself. 


if we judge Shakspeare by his sig- 
nature, not one of us will be safe. 
Death will wipe out our fame with a 
wet sponge;, John Hancock in one 
hundred years from now will be re- 
garded as the author of the Declaration 
of Indejjendence. 


I have every reason to believe that 
while William Shakspeare was going 
about the streets of London, 
j^oor 
but brainy, erratic but smart, baid- 
headed but filled with a nameless 
yearning to write a play with real 
water and a topical song in it, Francis 
Bacon was practicing on his signature, 
getting used to the full-arm movement, 
spoiling sheet after sheet of jiaper try- 
ing to make a violet swan on a red 
woven-wire mattress of shaded loops 
without taking his jjen off the paper, 
and running the rebus column of a bus- 
iness-college i^aper. 


Poets are made, not born, and many 
of them are born with odd and 


get enoQgh help in the homes of Lon- 
don, but that there were hardly enough 
servants to prevent a panic in the em- 
ployment bureaus. Several offices were 
in fact compelled to shut down for a 
half-day at a time, one using the limited 
stock in the forenoon and the other in 
the afternoon. 


Shakspeare was a perfect gentleman, 
having been made so by the Herald's 
College, which invested his father with 
coat armor. This coat armor made a 
gentleman of the elder Shakspeare, 
¿nd as William's mother was already a 
gentleman under the code, William be- 
came one also both on his father's and 
oh his mother's side. 
Of course, all 
this is mere detail, and is dull and un- 
interesting ; but I refer to it to show 
that those who have read things in 
Shakspeare's works that they did not 
like, and who, therefore, say that he 
was no gentleman, do the great Bard 
an injustice. 


I think I 
like Shakspeare's ex- 
purgated poems best, and I often wish 
he had confined himself entirely to 
that kind. If I had a son who seemed 
to lean toward poesy, and felt like 
twanging his lyre now and then, I 
would advise him to write expurgated 
poems exclusively. 


I do not say that Shakspeare was the 
author of his own works, and it would 
not look well in me to set up my opin- 
ion in opposition to that of scholars, 
experts, and savants who have had 
more advantages than I have, for I 
would never take advantage of any 
one ; but I say that somehow the im- 
pression has crept into the papers 
that he was a pretty good little play- 
writer.

During this time Francis Bacon was 
in public life. He and Shakspeare had 
nothing in common.

Is it likely that Bacon, breathing the 
I^rfumed air of the Capitol and chuck- 
ling the Treasury girls under the chin 
ever and anon, hungered for the false 
joy of the underpaid and underscored 
dramatist ? Scarcely! 


That is one reason why I prefer to 
take the side of Shakspeare rather than 
the side of Bacon. 


I do not go so far as some of the 
friends of Shakspeare and say that, 
while he was a lovely character and a 
great actor. Bacon was a ham. 
I do 
not say that, for Bacon has his good 
points. 


The thing that has done more to in- 
jure Shakspeare in the eyes of the his- 
torian than aught else, perhaps, was 
his seeming neglect of his wife. But 
we should consider both sides of the 
question before we pass judgment. 
The Hathaways were queer people, 
and Anna was undoubtedly so. 
father snubbed her in his will just as 
her husband did, which shows that 
Mrs. Shakspeare was not highly es- 
teemed even by her parents. 
The 
brief notice which Apne received in 
these two wills means a good deal, for 
there is nothing quite so thoroughly 
unanswerable as a probate snub. 


Shakspeare in his own will gave to 
his wife his second-best bed, and that 
was all. 
When we remember that it 
was a bed that sagged in the middle, 
and that it operated by means of a bed- 
co/d which had to be tightened and 
tuned up twice a week, and that the 
auger-holes in the bedstead seemed 


Hawthorne's Iinngliisitlon. 
It may here be said that, in a pecul- 
iar and restricted domain of imagina- 
tion, the great American novelist. 
Nathaniel Hawthorne, has fairly out- 
matched all his English brethren. 
He 
is the Jonathan Edwards of the imagin- 
ative representation of life, as Thack- 
eray is its Hume. 
He teaches with 
vivid distinctness the doctrine of "the 
exceeding sinfulness of sin." Scott 
once said that there were depths in 
human nature which it was unhealthy 
to attempt to sound, and it is in at- 
tempting to sound these that Hawthorne 
has exhibited his most marvelous gifts 
of insight and characterization. In the 
subtlety and accuracy, the penetration 
and sureness, of his glance into the 
morbid phenomena of the human soul; 
in exhibiting the operation of the most 
delicate laws of attraction and repul- 
I sion which human nature can experi- 
Her ence; in the capacity to terrify his read- 
ers with the consciousness of latent 
possibilities for evil, so that they shrink 
from his pitiless exposure "like guilty 
things surprised"—he makes novelists 
like Thackeray and Dickens appear 
relatively ^superficial; but, as Scott had 
foretold, the representation is too 
ghostly and ghastly to give that degree 
of artistic pleasure which is the con- 
dition of a novelist's complete success 
with the public.—ScriUtier's 
Maga- 
zine.

«We hear at the North," sa^ Mr. 
Ely, "vague accouats of the Terre des 
Leprlux, which is said to bo some- 
where in Louisiana. 
What truth is 
there in them ?" 


"They are no doubt greatly exagger- 
ated," said Father Nedand. "A spuri- 
ous leprosy, elephantiasis, was so com- 
mon among the negroes under the 
Spanish domination that Governor 
Miro founded a hospital for lepers near 
New Orleans, on the Bayou St» John. 
It has been gone these many years, and 
Lepers' Land is now buiit' up with 
pretty houses. It was in the suburb 
Treme." 


"The disease is extinct, then?" 
"There were some cases of genuine 
Asiatic leprosy near Abbeville, in this 
parish, about twenty years ago. An 
old creóle lady was theArst. 
Her 
father doubtless brought t ^ terrible 
taint in his blood from France. 
When 
the white scales appeared in her face 
her husband and family fled from her. 
There was a young girl, daughter of 
M'sieu Dubois, who went to her and 
nursed her alone during the three years 
in which she fought with death. An- 
other of God's servants, m'sieu! Four 
of this old woman's children, who de- 
serted her, became lepers. The young 
girl who had nursed her, after she died 
married a young fermier, 
and lived 
happily in her little cabin with her hus- 
band and pretty baby. But one day a 
shining white spot appeareot on her 
forehead. That was the end." 


"She died?" 
"M'sieu, after four years. There is 
no cure. It surely does not matter to 
her now by what road God called her 
to Him. 
There have been since then 
no lepers in this parish except in these 
tainted families. The real Terre des 
Lepreux in Louisiana is now on the 
lower Lafourche, below Harang's Ca- 
nal. 
The bayou there is turbid and 
foul; it flows through malarious swamps 
lower than itself. 
The creóle planters 
there are honest and temperate folk, 
but they are wretchedly poor. They 
raise only rice, and live on it and fish. 
The wet rice fields come up to the very 
doors of their cabins. The leprosy which 
certain families among them have in- 
herited is developed by these condi- 
tions. Five years ago Professor Joseph 
Jones, President of the State Board of 
Health, went himself with his son to 
explore the cypress swamps and la- 
goons of the lower Lafourche. M'sieu, 
it is the region of the shadow of death. 
He found many jioor lepers hidmg 
there. 
They were as dead men who 
walk and talk. 
They could handle 
burning coals; they felt no longer cold 
nor heat nor pain. Their bodies were 
as corpses. 
One man lived alone in a 
hut, thatched with palmettoes, which 
he had built for himself, eating only 
the rice which he had planted. No man 
nor woman had come near him for 
years. The Terre des l.epreux eiteuds 
as far as Cheniere Caminada, where the 
bayou empties into the Gulf."

Fortunes Made in the West on the M»ver« 


Ick System. 


[From the Ct!.ic&80 Times.! 


"Cattle-raising is not what it used to 
be," said a veteran stockman. "I don't 
mean to say there's no money in the 
business now, only that it is carried on 
diflFerently—more legitimately, I might 
say—than it used to be. Why, when I 
was just learning to stick to bucking 
ponies, men without a cent in their 
jeans were coming into the State and 
branching out as big cattle owners. 
There were fortunes made in a couple 
of years that could hardly be accumu- 
lated in a lifetime at the boainess now. 
How was it done ? I'll tell you. 


"What was known as the 'maverick 
system' was in vogue then. A maverick 
is a yearling ealf that has escaped the 
branding iron. AVhere there were large 
herds of cattle it often happened that 
some were o%'erlooked at branding time, 
and many were calved in the bush and 
raw wild. These mavericks were con- 
sidered common property by the stock- 
man, and whenever he found one he'd 
rope it, tie it down and run his brand 
on it. Then the ears were sliced to cor- 
respond with the recorded earmarks of 
the ranchman, 
and the calf turned 
loose. Maybe the ranchman was brand- 
ipg his own stock and maybe he wasn't. 
That cut no figure with him. 


"In those days we had no pastures, 
and cattle were simply loose herded on 
the range. Certain landmarks would 
be set down as limits of his range by 
the stockman and his herders instruct- 
ed to keep the stock within these lim- 
its. In the morning the herders would 
round the cattle in sight to points 
within the limits. At night they would 
beheaded for the salting or bed ground 
and left until morning. 
Of course 
there were many strays, but each ranch 
sent out a hunt in the spring to round 
up the herds of neighboring stockmen 
and to cut out any cattle found among 
them bearing their ranch brand. And 
under this system of herding, cattle- 
stockmen considered mavericking would 
even itself up in the long run. The 
only qualification was that a man 
should own stock to be properly en- 
titled to maverick. 


"Here's where foreigners coming into 
the State penniless get the best of us. 
Some fellow worked in a cow camj) 
long enough to learn that there was a 
fortune for him in mavericks. 
He in- 
vested his wages in cow ponies, went 
to the nearest town and had a brand 
recorded, got a bag of meal and a side 
of bacon and took to the bush. In less 
than a year he had 1,000 head of young 
cattle roaming over the country with 
his brand on them. 
Then he hired 
some men, built a ranch and went on 
a round up. All the fat steers he drove 
to market, keeping the heifers to breed 
from. His men were not long in learn- 
ing how he had worked it, and then 
they branched out for themselves. 
In 
a short time the country was overrun 
with maverickers, and pretty soon the 
most barefaced thievery ever recorded 
got to be as common as dirt in a corn- 
dodger. 
Your would-be honest stock- 
men had to steal to keep even, and the 
calves of milch cows in the corrals were 
stolen. 


"It got to be a common thing for the 
tame cattle that came to the ranch for j 
salt to be followed by calves wearin_ 
strange brands; and this led to the 
countei'-branding that used to make 
the hides of 'iexas cattle look liku 
drawings of choice town lots. 


"Here's an incident: 
I had a little 
DnrhaMi heifer—one 
of 
the 
l.nesi 
sliorthorns brought into the State, lier 
first calf 
wasn't ten days old when 
some of tiie boys told me thai it had 
been mavericked. 
I hunted it uji. and 
sure enough some cuss had run a big B 
4 on its side and underslo])ed eacli ear. 
I drove it to tlie ranch and put a big U 
after the other letters, 
making the 
brand read B -l U. Then 1 shaped each 
ear and turned it out. 
Tho next time 
1 saw that calf both ears had been 
grubbed out at the head, and the brand 
read B -i U :2, 
Was 1 mad ? Some. 


"Then mavericks began to get scarce 
as water on the Llano, and the cow- 
thieves turned their attention to alter 
ing brands. 
Old Jim Loving, U]) in 
Los Valley, owned about 
<),()0l» or 
7,01)0 
head 
of cattle. 
They were 
branded with what he called a half- 
diamond L on the left shoulder. 
The 
half diamond was over the L. 
He and 
I took a herd up the Chism train to 
Kansas in '71, and son: ewhere between 
Sun City and Fort Dodge caught up 
with another herd that liad gone up 
ahead of us. 
It had been sold that 
day. 
Loving counted liOO odd head of 
his cattle in the herd. 
They were all 
branded on the left .shoulder with an 
inverted T inside of a diamond.

that the fellow who sold the herd was 
a red-haired Mexican c alled Colorau.

Sir Edwin Landseer, for 
instance, may be taken as an example, 
a painter whose pictures, while they 
are always replete with instinctive 
merit, are not unfrequently most irri- 
tating to the eye of the naturalist, 
with whom realism is the first consid- 
eration. 
When Landseer drew ani- 
mals with which he w^as well acquainted, 
whose form and movements he had 
studied front the life, and with which 
he was familiar by every experience, 
he was inimitable. Witness the black- 
smith's shop, in wftich the horse and 
donkey are above all criticism. 
But 
with oiher animals, regarding which 
he had to draw on his imagination for 
his facts, he occasionally cai igr^to un- 
mitigated grief. The picture jf the 
eagles attacking a swannery was a 
striking example of insiceurate lepie- 
sentation, not only in the number of 
the birds, but in'the mode of attack 
and defense, which were utterlv ua- 
real. 


Thomas Moore in his political verses 
described very vividly the habit that 
many artists possess of drawing in this 
imaginative style. He writes as fol- 
lows : 


If e'er you've seen an artist sketching 


The purlieus oi au ancient city, 
I need not tell yon how much stretching 


There is of things to make them vretly ; 
How trees are brought perfo'ce toi^ether 


Where never trees were known to gi ow.

Still the bee-keeper has some matters 
of importance to attend to, foremosC 
among which is the t are of his empty 
brood combs, for they all cozitain more 
or less eggs of the moth miller. 
How 
these eggs get tUere is still an unset- 
tled question. 
Some bee-keepej-s hold 
to the theory that they are 
deposited 
by the miller on the bottom board, or 
about the entrance, and that the bees, 
when passing in tne hive, or moving 
about tho bottom board, get them at- 
tache I to their feet or legs, and thus 
carry them among the combs. 
Be this 
"' I as it may, the lact remains, the eggs 
are in the combs and if stored in a 
warm place will hatch and soon destroy 
them entirely. 
To prevent this the 
combs should be fumigated with sul- 
phur before being put 
away. 
The 
safest way to l-;eep tho em])ty combs is 
to stretch heavy wires from one end of 
the room to the other, ju.st fur enough 
apart for the ends of combs to rest on. 
The combs should be about one inch 
apart, thus admitting ii-ht and free 
cu'culation of air between them. 
It is 
preferable that the couibs be stored in 
a room in which the teuiperuture falls 
below freezing, as 
then there is no 
j danger from moths, and by hanging 
! the combs on wires they are also out of 
i the reach 
of 
mice, 
who 
are very 
I destructive to combs. 
Store all honey 
I in a warm, dry jjlace, to keep it as long 
as possible from granulation. 
Should 
your extracted honey granulate, set it 
in water on tJie stove until it returns' 
to its li([uid state. 
This destroys the 
grain, and as it does not come in con- 
tact with the tire the ¡iavor is pre- 
served, and the honey is not apt to 
graniate again for a very long period.

And all these things will continue 
to be the necessaries, ani if yon fasten 
your energies upon occupations and pro- 
fessions thus related the world will be un- 
able to do without you. 
lîemember that 
in prop>ortion as yon are skillful in 
any- 
thing your livalries become less. 
For un- 
skilled toil, women by the million. 
But 
yon may rise to where there are only a 
thousand; and still higher until there are 
only a hundred; and still higheï till there 
are only ten; and still higher in some par- 
ticular department till there is only a unit 
and that yourself. 
For a while yon may 
keep wages and a place through the kindly 
Hvmpathies of an employer, but you will 
eventually get no more compensation than 
you can make yourself worth. 


Let me say to all women 
who have 
already entered upon the battle of life, 
that the time is coming when women shall 
not only get as mu-h salary and wages as 
men get, but for certain styles of employ- 
ment women will have higher salary and 
more wages for the reason that for some 
styles of work they have more adaptation. 
But this justice will come to woman not 
through any sentiment of gallantry, not 
because woman is physically weaker than 
man and therefore ought to have more con- 
sideration shown her, but becau^-^e through 
her finer natural taste and more grace of 
manner and quicker perception and more 
delicate touch and more educated adroit- 
ness she will in certain callings be to her 
employer worth 10 per cent, more, or 20 
per cent, more, than the other sex. 
She 
will not get it by asking for it, but by earn- 
ing it, and it shall be hers by lawful con- 
quest. 


Now, men of America, be fair and give 
the women a chance! 
Are you afraid that 
they will do some of your work and hence 
harm your prosperities? 
lîemember that 
there are scores of thousands of men 
doing women's work. 
Do not be afraid! 
God knows the end from the beginning 
and He knows bow many people this world 
can feed and shelter, and when it gets too 
full He will end the world and, if need be, 
start another. 
God will halt the inventive 
faculty, which, by producing a machine 
that will do the work of ten or twenty or 
a hundred men an I women, will leave that 
number of people without work. 
I hope 
that there will not be invented another 
sewing machine, or reaping machine, or 
corn thresher, or any other new machine 
for the next 500 years. 
We want no more 
wooden hands, and iron hands, and steel 
hands, and electric hands substituted for 
men and women who would otherwise do 
the work and get the pcy and earn the 
livelihood.

Converting a savage is as hard as 
tamfakg a rhinoceros, which, it is said, 
will die of a broken heart before it will 
abate its natural ferocity. The second 
nature of an Indian is hate of the white 
man, and this inborn dislike must be 
subdued to a respect for a white teacher 
before any good impression will take 
hold. To see a savage, therefore, at the 
feet of a Christian missionary learning 
the divine precepts is an exhibition of 
wonderful will power of the former over 
the latter. An instance of the kind is 
the mission service of Bev. L. N. St. 
Onge, P. P., who. through very trying 
exposure daring ten years of hard In- 
dlfui missionary life in the Bocky moun- 
tam region, pursued his noble calling. 
Of this he writes that he encountered a 
worse enemy than the savage (developed 
from his mode of life) and taking hold 
of him with the tenacity of death itself. 
With this enemy he struggled very hard, 
which, like the Indian's prejudice, he 
had to grapple because it was violent, 
and, like his own will power over the 
sav^e—that whi<A he employed to con- 
quer and subdue—was in its nature as 
oveimwering as the influence he ex- 
erted on the savage mind. It penetrat- 
ed with magical effects and made its per- 
manent'result. Let him explain. In 
1882 he wrote from Glens Falls, N. T., 
stating: "I am kept in bed by rheuma- 
tism and am a cripple trying tiie virtues 
of your great remedy.

The most common and important of 
sricli 
iliseases are whooping-cough, 
m 'usles, scarlet fever, and diphtheria. 
They are all to be avoided if possible, 
a;id in relation to them the parent 
should guard the children from expos- 
ure. 
Maintain in them that degree of 
vii^orouH health which both lessens the 
liability to take the disease and more 
rfadily tr umphs over it, if taken; and 
kee[> t!ie ho :se, from cellar to garret, 
aud all itii sui-roundings, as free as pos- 
sible from all noxious miasms—mainly 
by a;)8olute cleanliness, by free circular 
tion of air, by unobstructed sunshine, 
and by a copious use of good disinfect- 
ants. 


Though whooping-cough is seldom 
fatal, it is best to call in a physician, 
for he can lessen the severity of the 
paroxysms, shorten the term of the 
disease and prevent its running off into 
a protracted and exhausting cough, as 
it too often does. 


Measles are apt to be treated as a 
trifling aiFair, and, indeed, many par 
ents purposely expose their children to 
the disease; but, owing to carelessness 
in treating it, more die of it than die of 
diphtheria or scarlet fever. Besides it 
often leaves permanent harm behind. 
Though the ^sease is generally lighter 
in childhood, yet the susceptibility to 
it is much diminished in adult life. 


Measles begin as a cold, with a nm- 
ning at the eyes and nose, and the rash 
in dark red spots, first seen on the face 
and forehead. 


Scarlet fever commences with a sore 
throat, and the rash appears as a gen- 
eral redness of the skin, and shows 
itself first about the neck and chest 


Diphtheria 
begins 
with 
marked 
weakness, and the inflammation in the 
back part of the mouth soon has a pe- 
culiar smell, as of putrid meat. 


In no case should either of these 
diseases be trusted to home treatment. 
While the physician looks after the 
cure of the patient, the friends should 
actively co-operate in preventing the 
spread of the disease, not only in the 
whole matter of disinfection, but in 
completely isolating the child until the 
possibility of communicating infection 
is over. 


Some forms of ophthalmia (inflam- 
mation of the eyes) are very contagious, 
and may be communicated from child 
to child at schooL 
Teachers should be 
on the lookout in this matter. It is 
mostly prevalent among the poor. 


It would be well if, at our public 
schools, during a period of infectious 
disease, the-girls were cautioned about 
the habit of putting on each other's 
hoods and hats, and of frequent hug- 
ging and kissing. 
Infectious diseases 
are often thus propagated.—Youth's 
Companion,

Although such a large ftmgus, 
frequently weighing from four to six 
DOimds, its gro^h is very rapid, soon 
appearing and again disappearing, on 
liÉîncient trunks in the autumn. 
When 
but, broken, or bruised, it distDls a 
copious red juice like 
beef gravy. 
"When grilled, " says Dr. Badham, "it 
is scarcely to be ' distinguished from 
broiled meat ;" and Berkeley describes 
it as **one of the best things he ever 
ate, when prepared by a skillful cook, i' 
There is a very slight acid flavor in the 
fungus when cooked, which adds con- 
siderable piquancy to the dish ; it is ex- 
tremely tender, succulent and juicy, Md 
resembles tender steak or tongue in a 
remarkable manner, the juice it distills 
being in taste and appearance like 
gravy from an excellent broiled rump 
steak. 
Of course it should be gathered 
when quite young, fresh and clean, and 
at once prepared for the table in the 
following manner : Wash and dry, cut 
into slices half an inch wide, soak in 
scalding water for five minutes and 
stew with butter and herbs;yolk of egg 
may then be added, and serve hot or 
ftimply stew with a good steak, adding 
a scallion and parsley, salt and pepper.

Be it ordained by the common 
council of the city of JFort Wayne, that con- 
sent, permission and authority are hereby 
given, granted and vested, upon 
the condi- 
tion hereinafter named unto the company or- 
ganized as a body politic and corporate by 
The name of the Cfitlzens' Street Railroad com- 
pany of Fort Wayne, Ind., and its suceessors 
or assignees, to lay a street railroad Irack, 
with all necessary turn out, side tracks and 
switches, for passesenger railroad lines upon 
and along the followlngnamed streets, to wit: 
Commencing at the comer of Wallace and 
Hanna streets, thence east on Wallace street 
to John street, thence south on John street to 
Crelghton avenue; thence east <» Crelghton 
avenue to Walton avenue, said track shall be 
of uniform guage and not to exceed four feet 
and nine Inches in width and must be laid an 
equal distance from the center of said streets 
and the center of the streets shall be ascer- 
tained by measuring from the lines of the 
lots abutting upon said street.

L?.ncelot in "Elaine," for not a small 
number of the critics of

"There are more men at work—they 
are paid better wages, they haTe better 
homes—there is more cash invested in 
Anniston than in any other city of its 
size in America." 


So says every man in this little city 
under the eaves of the Blue Bidge, and 
so the local statistics prove. 
There 
has been wonderful progress made in 
Alabama daring the last five years, but 
at no one spot, with the possible excep- 
tion of Birmingham, has it compared 
with Anniston. 
It is a place which has 
grown from a borough, or village, or 
one or two stores and two furnaces to a 
city of 9,000 people, and a mercantile 
center, with twelve or fourteen furnaces 
and some of the largest industries in 
the South, in about four years. 
Four 
years ago it was a mere dot in the 
valley, with its two furnaces, its one 
store, its one line of railroad, its hand- 
ful of blacks and whites. 
To-day it will 
tak? you hours to traverse the streets 
and count up the business places and 
industries, and the population pushes 
and elbows you at every turn. 


Tlie agriculture of this valley would 
alone support a tidy little city and 
gradually improve the fortunes of all, 
and this fact is the basis upon which 
many a stranger has made an invest- 
ment. 
Barren hillsides and unfruitful 
plains and valleys will fight the growth 
of a city as does the annual recurrence 
of an epidemic. 


Imagine a city without debt; hun- 
dreds of homes without 
morterage; 
dozens of industries which went into 
operation clear of creditors, thousands 
of workingmen receiving their hard 
cash every Saturday night, and you 
have a picture of Anniston. 
With 
nearly $12,000,000 cash invested here 
in enterprises, not one company owes a 
dollar which it cannot draw its check 
to canceL 
If there is anything owing 
here it is from the workingmen who 
have purchased lots or homes and are 
paying for them in instalments, finding 
it a sure and easy way to get a roof of 
their own over the heads of wife and 
children. 


A city which owes no man a dollar, 
industries which are clear of debt, may 
be i^lucked a little now and then by the 
stringency of the money market, but 
there can be no such thing as hard 
times. 


Now add to this novel state of finan- 
cial affairs the fact that Anniston is ab- 
solutely without drink or drunkards, 
her workingmen never strike and her 
record of crimes and offences scarcely 
includes anything graver than assault 
and battery or petty thieving. 
Add, 
also, that the city government is in the 
hands of men who have the confidence 
of the people, and that never a penny 
is misap2)lied nor suspicion directed 
against an official. 
She has churches 
and schools for all, and if not aptly and 
justly called "The Model City," then 
there is nothing in a name. I speak of 
it as a novel state of affairs. It is unfor- 
tunate for the country that we have so 
few towns in -which these novelties 
exist. 
Neither the saloon-keeper nor 
the demagogue can find rest for his foot 
here. 
The 6,500 laboring men save 
at least ^5,000 per week which go into 
saloons in other localities. 
The conse- 
quence of all this is that the homes of 
the working class in Anniston have a 
distinctive feature of their oAvn—have 
more comforts and refinement than are 
to be met with among a like class else- 
where. 
When a workingman is get- 
ting ahead he is content. 
All the ora- 
tors in . the Knights of Lalior party 
might come here and spout their elo- 
quence for a week without making a 
convert or bringing on a strike. 
The 
laboring people are not only paid the 
best wages, but are paid promptly, and 
they have no grievances- 
What the 
saloons have taken from them—because 
there are no saloons—has^ given them 
bank accounts and many of the luxuries 
of life. 
It is not a week ago that six 
pianos were sold here in one day to 
workingmen, paid for with the "beer 
money" which other mechanics throw 
to the dogs. 
Such being the case, it is 
plain that Anniston is, beyond almost 
all other new cities of the South, the 
place 
where 
the 
workingman may 
safely, wisely, and happily "pitch his 
tent"

A Catholic paper published in China 
prints a statement of a star cling de- 
scription with respect to opium poison- 
ing.

port the Chinese view that, at least, a 
considerable number of persons buried 
as dead, after taking opium, recover 
when the poison has to some extent 
evaporated.—London 
Standard.

most immediately becomes after con- 
tact with the world, should remain so 
oblivious of the evident proprieties 
which she shocks at home and abroad 
by her conduct in public places; yet 
here is where she fails. 


She talks and laughs at the opera 
when an artist is singing. 
She be- 
haves worse at a matinee than any 
other woman in the world- She crowds, 
shoves, shows temper and a lack of 
good feeling. 
An American does not 
in her opera box always behave quietly 
and like a lady. She gets up, turns her 
back on the audience,adjusts her dress, 
laughs,and talks audibly to her cavalier. 
She has no sense of the etiquette of 
public places. 
If she were a man she 
would be hissed, and once or twice in 
the history of mankind she has been 
hissed, and she should be more fre- 
quently hissed, until she learns to re- 
spect the feelings of others. 
The ab- 
sence of reverence, that atmosphere in 
which many women are brought up, 
makes her commit these vulgar sins in 
public. 
She is imijatient of advice 
and angry at the implied doubt of her 
own knowledge. 
To a woman who is 
frivolous and made up of public vanity 
it may be very agreeable to see men 
stare at her from the pit as she makes 
herself conspicuous at the opera. 
It 
may repay her to see herself in the 
columns of the newspai^er as a fast, 
loud young married belle. 
But when 
she goes to a European opera house 
she receives an intimation from the 
police that she must behave better or 
be put out. 


Foreigners say that decorum in pub- 
lic is not a peculiarity of American 
women. 
The 
American 
owes 
his 
patriotic duty to his flag. He should 
aim at correcting all 2:)ublic exhibitions 
of bad manners, such as loud talking in 
a private box, no matter by whom 
done. 
The more prominent the social 
position of the woman tlie greater the 
offense. 
She has had an op2?ortunity tc 
know better. 
Bad manners may be 
the outcropping of ignorance and ol 
vulgarity, or they may be the assump- 
tion of nouveau 
riche, who pretend in 
that way to show their power. 
They 
must remember that it was by such 
presumption that certain French ladies 
were brought to the guillotine in 1797 
and later on, and that there is a guillo- 
tine called public opinion which may 
behead them some day. 
Americans 
can do everything well; why cannot 
they learn to beliavo decently in public 
places? 
Why should not an American 
woman be low-voiced, thoroughbred, 
(liiiet, polite, and well-dressed, as well 
as beautiful ? 


English critics say that the American 
young man of fashion is too dead-and- 
alive, and the young woman too noisy. 
An American girl does too much as she 
l^leases.

show no knowledge of the etiquette of 
public places.—Harper's Bazar.
